The first flying coal car to reach 
Berlin was piloted by Capt. Louis 
W. Baker, of Allentown, Pa. He 
made the trip from Frankfurt in 
90 minutes. German workers were 
on hand to start unloading the 
cargo immediately. 

The Americans have arranged to 
send 25 more C-54s with sacks of 
coal from Frankfurt to the west- 
ern sectors of Berlin today.

The threat that “you'll never get 
back to the states” 
uted by an American ex-war pris- 
oner to Tomoya Kawakita, former 
interpreter in Japan’s Camp Oc- 
yama, in United States District 
Court yesterday. 

“We'll kiN all you 
right here, whether you win or 
lose,” Maury Rich of St. Louis, 
a witness at Kawakita’s trial on 
treason charges, quoted the de- 
fendant as saying. 

The threat, said Rich, was 
voiced to a group of gaunt sur- 
vivors of Bataan and Corregidor 
less than a year before V-J day. 

Kawakita, a native of E) Centro, 
Calif.. who went te Japan in 1939 
also told the Americans that San 
Francisco was being bombed and 
the United States was losing the 
war, said Rich. He testified that 
Kawakita stood him at attention 
and “whacked me across the arm 
and wrist with a saber of some 
kind” when Rich told him three 
men were not enough to carry a 
heavy log uphill at the Nickel 
mine which was operated as an 
adjunct to the camp 

Then, Rich testified, Kawakita 
refused him medical aid, “so I 
wrapped the wounds up myseif 
and went back to work.”

Trouble With the N.A.M. 


The National Association of Manufacturers as- 


_werts that it speaks—and speaks with authority 


-—for American industry. So its president, Mor- 
ris Sayre, has been publicly telling both the Re- 
publicans and the Democrats the principles on 
which government should be based. 

Yet in a nation more favorably inclined to- 
ward business than any other, these pronounce- 
ments arouse more than a little indignation. 
The initials, N.A.M., are enough to set some 
men’s blood to boiling. Others, less emotional, 
build a case against the organization simply by 
listing legislation which it has opposed: Social 
Security, Reciprocal Trade, Emergency Work 
Relief, the Securities Exchange Act, the Cope- 
land Food and Drug Act, the Public Utility 
Holding Company Act and more. 


Some members of the N.A.M—men like Eric 
Johnston, Paul Hoffman and Robert W. John- 
son—are as disturbed as any left-winger by its 
reactionary record. Other business groups, nota- 
bly the Committee for Economic Development, 
have been trying to offset unfavorable impres- 
sions of the business community created by it. 

What, then, is wrong with the N.A.M.” 

The latest answer to that question, from a 
friendly attitude, has been attempted by Alfred 
S. Cleveland, California business analyst, and 
published in the Harvard Business Review. He 
puts his finger on two N.A.M. sore spots: (1) the 
organization does not really represent all Amer- 
ican industry, and (2) its point of view is so 
self-centered that it is self-defeating. 

The association has only about 16,500 mem- 
bers, less than 8 per cent of the manufacturing 
firms in the United States. Since its reorganiza- 
tion in 1933, it actually has been in the hands 
of about 125 corporations. These constitute about 
0.8 per cent of the current N.A.M. membership. 
Their control is virtually self-perpetuating. 

Although the N.A.M. boasts that 70 per cent of 
its members have less than 500 employes, none 
of the firms in the inner circle has so few. Of 
these firms, 90 per cent have assets of $10,000,000 
or more. Their financial support of the N.A.M. 
is In proportion 

Through the executive committee and the hired 
secretariat, this group the N.AM. Its 
conventions are not deliberative assemblies. And 
since 1933 the referendum has not been used to 
find out how members feel about policy matters. 
The N.A.M. high command supplies marching or- 
ders rather than leadership. 

Since 1895, according to Mr. Cleveland, it has 
had only four basic objectives: (1) to keep down 
labor, (2) to keep down taxes, (3) to keep down 
governmental regulation of business, and (4) to 
obtain government. funds for business without, 
however, yielding on the first three objectives. 

Most of N.A.M. President Sayre’s current rec- 
ommendations seem to fall under one or the 
other of these heads. He especially stressed tax 
reduction, close congressional supervision over 
foreign aid expenditures, elimination of “un- 
necessary’ military expenses, and opposition to 
“peacetime controls over wages, prices, produc- 
tion, distribution or consumption.” 

Many members of the business communitv. of 
course, protest against such narrowness, They 
recognize 


“runs: 


believe that genuine leadership must 
the presence, the righis and the needs of other 
groups. It must seek to harmonize these for the 
common good It must be willing to accept 
change: to examine present practices and to ex- 
plore new patterns. 

Such men are alarmed at the way in which the 
N.A.M. has tried to “‘sell’’ its self-centered ideas 
just as if they were soap or cigarettes or phono- 
graphs. They know that intransigeance breeds 
hate where there should be co-operation, that it 
can lead even to a struggle for power with the 
government itself. 

But all this can be cured by a good dose of de- 
mocracy. There ought to be free elections of 
N.A.M. top officials, and wider participation in 
the shaping of N.A.M. policies. Debate and dis- 
agreement ought to be welcomed instead of re- 
pressed. More attention might be given to the 
whole nation, and less to short-run profits. 

It does seem that it would be good for busi- 
ness and for the nation, good for the N.A.M. and 
the U.S.A., if the association made itself over 
into what it purports to be: the representative 
body of American busifess. 
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Viscrimination Against Teachers 

The National Conference on the Education of 
Teachers has asked that funds available for 
training teachers be doubled and that a nation- 
wide campaign to recruit teachers be launched. 
The conference asked also that teachers’ salaries 
be raised to compare favorably with opportuni- 
ties in business It will do no good to 
teachers in however large numbers as long as 
they are drawn away by superior financial at- 
tractions in other fields 

The Federal Government sets a bad example. 
The District of Columbia Board of Education has 
addressed a letter’ to Congress protesting 
“serious discrimination” against teachers in the 
recent federal pay-raise law. District of Colum- 
bia schoolteachers with four years of college 
training will now retreive, the letter sets out, 
lower starting salaries than Grade-4 Government 
clerks, who as a rule have no more than a high 
school education. 

Washington has two Government-supported 
teachers’ colleges, but the graduates are being 
lured away into clerical positions. There they 
not only get more pay with a better chance for 
advancement; they also get benefits such as sick 
leave, whereas teachers who are il] pay their 
substitutes from their own pockets

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Heidelberg. a GI Town 


The American mails are sure to be flooded 
with views of the castle at Heidelberg now that 
the old university town has been made head- 
quarters of U. S. forces in Germany. And at 
least every fourth picture, we wager. will be 
of the 20-foot, 49,000-gallon wine cask in the 
castie cellar. 

Perched halfway up the steep mountainside, 
the big pink castie with its famed Renaissance 
facades and its battered tower does make a 
handsome picture. But to some, its evergreen- 
shaded terraces with their invitation to quiet, 
contemplative strolling are more attractive. Even 
more so is the panorama of the town below. 

There is not very much more to Heidelberg, 
swollen as its postwar population is, than the 
long old Hauptstrasse running paralle! to the 
swift Neckar. The university buildings are not 
spectacular after the fashion of American acad- 
emies done in souped-up Gothic. But there 
are three handsome churches—St. Peters, Holy 


Ghost and the Jesuits’—and then there is the 
bridge. The Heidelbergers say that it is the 
loveliest thing in the world. And no one argues 
with them. Spanning the Neckar in light, stately 
arches—no two quite alike—it is a fugue in 
stone. Its beauty ought to make the most callow 
GI slow down his jeep, just as it once gave 
pause to the duelling- members of the old 
Studentenkorps. 

Heidelberg never was the most intellectual of 
German universities, but it certainly was the 
most romantic. With the young men in the silk 
sashes of their organizations singing and drink- 
ing wine on its terraces, it was the very stuff of 
operetta. But it is a somber place now. True, 
during the war only one bomb fell and the dam- 
age which it did to the bridge has been repaired, 
but the pall which overhangs the rest of Ger- 
many has darkened it, too. 

If there is buoyant youthfulness there now, it's 
to be found in the Red Cross GI Club in the 
Hauptstrasse. It is going to be a while hefore 
even young Germans get over the effects of two 
lost wars. 
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No Veterans’ Voting Bloc 

it is unfortunate that veterans are being urged 
to vote as a bloc in the Missouri Governorship 
contest. 

In urging it, Commander Roberts of the State 
American Legion says it is necessary to have a 
veteran in the office in order for veterans to get 
the kind of legislation they want. He advocates, 
therefore, either Manvel H. Davis on the Repub- 
lican side or Dan M. Nee on the Democratic. 

Does Commander Roberts want to contend 
that non-veterans are not sympathetic to the just 
demands of veterans?

To the contrary. there are very 
for veterans to vote not as veterans merely. but 
as American citizens. It is one of the great 
hopes of all sorts of Americans, those who fought 
and those who stayed home alike, that the post- 
war period should not see veteran and non- 
veteran arrayed against each other, in politics o1 
in any field, dividing our country. 

Marquis Childs points out today that veterans’ 
domination of politics after the Civil War ended 
in “scandal and tragedy.” He finds it a ‘“remark- 
able political phenomenon” that with 12,000,000 
veterans back home a powerful veterans’ bloc 
still has not developed three years after the war's 
end. 

It is a compliment to the level-headedness and 
good citizenship of the veterans that no such 
bloc has developed. To keep it that way, the 
American Veterans’ Committee has the slogan, 
“Citizens first, veterans second.” 

We think Commander Roberts’ position is not 
only weak in principle but weak in political prac-

The steel industry is threatened with a shut- 
down by a strike for which the Supreme Court 
is at least partially responsible. John Lewis has 
called his miners out of steel-owned coal mines 
hecause the steel companies insist that the 
U.M.W.A. officers sign the non-Communist oath 
prescribed in the Taft-Hartley Act. The Supreme 
Court might have averted this impasse entirel. 
had it ruled on the constitutionality of the non- 
Communist oath when the matter was before it 
last month in a test case presented by the CIO. 

Here we have again the unpleasant conse- 
quences of a court’s refusing to settle a point of 
law as soon as the matter comes properly into 
purview. There is no guaranty, of course, that 
Mr. Lewis and the U.M.W.A,. would agree to the 
oath even if it were held constitutional. But 
if it were upheld, the full pressure of public 
opinion could be brought to bear for compliance 


with the law.

STAR REPORTERS by Ward Greene. 

New York 400 pages, $3.00) 

Most newspaper stories, by their very 
nature. are born of the moment and din- 
appear from the memories of men the next, 
There are exceptions, of course. Old ree 
porters still talk about Paul Anderson's cov- 
erage of the Teapot Dome scandal and 
Gene Fowler's account of Ruth Snyder's 
execution. Ward Greene's book is an at- 
tempt to give a little more permanency to 
these memories by getting his particular 
list of favorite newspaper stories between 
hard covers where perhaps they may he 
more accessible for future reference. Hea 
also must have assumed that the lay pub- 
lic would find them interesting. 


Any selection, of course, is highly per- 
enna] and wil] provoke disagreement, &o0 
without admitting that Mr. Greene has 
corralled the best stories ina hundred years 
of American journalism it can be said that 
he has picked some good ones. Among the 
best is the running account, written at 
white heat. of the grim aftermath of Leo 
Frank’s lynching. It was written by Regers 
Winter, a reporter on the Atlanta Journal, 
whose fame was strictly local.

However, it was expect- 
ed that an adjournment, probably 
to September, would have to be 
taken after today, for lack of time 
on the commission’s part to pro- 
ceed sooner. 

Company representatives told 
the commission they would pro- 
duce all available data in proof of - 
costs of license contract services 
by American Telephone & Tele- 
graph Co. and material and equip- 
ment costs of Western Electric 
Co. A. T. & T. owns Southwestern 
Bell and Western Electric. 

There has been no indication yet 
whether the evidence on A. T. & T. 
costs would go further than the 
type of “expense allocation” data 
used by Bell system companies in 
Missouri and other states, in rate 

While the Kansas commis- 
sion has not yet ruled on the point, 
it was learned authoritatively that 
there was some doubt as to 
whether it would be satisfied with 
| the allocation method. 

After the original hearing on 
the company’s initial application 
for annual Kansas rate increases 
of $3,279,000, the commission had 
| ruled last January that the com- 
pany’s evidence failed to meet re- 
quirements of the Kansas law on 
proving costs of the corporate af- 
filiates. On this ground the com- 
mission dismissed the application. 

The company asserted it was 

taken by surprise by this action, 
and obtained a reopening of the 
hearing, on a request to put the 
rate increases in effect under 
bond, pending court action on the 
question. The commission served 
an order on the company June 
15, directing it to comply with the 
statute in the new hearing. Much 
of the day yesterday was spent 
on arguments on a motion to va- 
cate this order.

: Thereupon the company put on 
| the witness stand Joseph M. Good. 
supervising accountant in its Kan- 
sas City office.

Arrival Causes Reporter to Recall Ride He Took in It Once Upon a Time

NEW YORK, July 7 ° 
T HERE’S something either rol- 
licking or symbolic of frustra- 
tion in the case of a Chicago 
business mam named Chris Janus, 
who, having waited two years for 
the delivery of an American car 
he hag on order, finally upped and 
bought Hitler’s 250- horsepower 
Mercedes-Benz. 

Hitler’s long black open job ap- 
parently was easier to get than is 
the spawn Of a Detroit production 
line. That, of course, will come 
as no surprise to United States 
motorists who still are waiting for 
the day when they can replace 
their Velie or Scripps-Booth with 
something natty in the way of a 
1949 model. 


Your reporter took more than 
a passing interest in the picture 
showing the arrival here of Hit- 
ler’s car. I took a ride in that 
car once upon a time. Hitler 
wasn't with me. He was detained 
elsewhere, suffering from a slight 
case of suicide. But his car never- 
theless wounded me. 

The Hitler buggy is an over- 
powering looking monster with 
inch-thick side windows, a ton- 
neau as large as the master bed- 
room in a veteran’s housing proj- 
ect, and a huge hand-rest on the 
back of the front seat (so that 
Der Fuehrer could hold on with 
one paw while he moved along in 
the car and gave the straight-arm 
salute with the other hand). 

Hermann Goering had one just 
like it, and both cars were pressed 


into service by the Army after the © 


capture of Hitler’s handsome hide- 
away on a 6000-foot mountain out- 
side of Berchtesgaden. 


The cars were used to carry cer- 
tain visiting celebrities up the hill 
to the entrance of the tunnel which 
led to the elevator, which used to 
carry Hitler and his fellow goons 
to the imposing mansion atop the 
peak of the mountain. 


It was a tough climb, even fora 
Mercedes-Benz. Don’t ask me how 
I made Hitler’s bus, for it was usu- 
ally reserved for loose congres- 
sional committees, officers beyond 
the rank of lieutenant general and 
radio commentators. But I did, 
which isn’t the point. 

The thing became overheated 
half-way up the hill and blew the 
top off its kettle. The steam arfd 
water rushed back into the car 
and struck the most likely target 
there—my nose—slightly parboil- 
ing it. 

This was Hitler’s last blow of 
World War II, but it was some- 
how fitting. He, through his 
Mercedes-Benz, haf attacked one 
last non-combatant, perhaps the 
most non non-combatant left in 
Europe. 

[ basted my boiled nose with a 
bottle of warm coke and bummed 
a ride in a jeep the rest of the 
way. The Mercedes-Benz, its 250 
horses lying on their backs with 
their feet up in the air, just 
sagged there—braced against a 
curb.

Hitler picked himself quite a 
hill. Before the R.A.F. knocked 
down the buildings atop it—all but 
the “eagle’s nest” itself—and the 
Americans and Brench carried 
away what was left, it must have 
been one of the most beautiful 
places in the world.

HOLDING UP WITH GIN. 

HE normal rules of gin pro- 
. vide that a player may not lay 
However, a small 
percentage of gin players allow 
lay offs on gin. When these lay 
offs are allowed in a partnership 
game it is possible that you will 
desire to play on after you hold 
gin in an effort to change your 
hand and stick your opponent 
with cards that he expects tod lay 
off 

Thus, suppose that your part- 
ner had lost nine points more 
than the gin bonus at a time when 
your opponents needed only one 
point to win the game. Your hand 
had continued with your advers- 
ary playing an obvious defensive 
game and eventually you held ten 
matched cards including the jack- 
ten-nine-eight of hearts The 
normal play is to announce gin 
immediately, 

But suppose you feel absolutely 
certain your opponent is 
holding the queen of hearts to lay 
off on you and that the rest of 
his hand is matched to the extent 
that you won’t win back that nine 
point loss. Why not play on and 
hope to draw either the seven of 
hearts or an extra card to one of 
your other matched sets? Then 
you can discard the jack of hearts 
and still hold gin and if you have 
been correct in your analysis vou 
will stick your opponent with the 
queen of hearts and win enough 
points to save the game.

Sligo, Mo., Quiet Since Industry 
Departed 25 Years Ago, Gathering 
Place for Big Singing Convention—

SLIGO, Mo., July 7. 
CHOES of gone days were 
E heard in Sligo valley Sunday, 
bringing to. life the dead past, 
for Sligo, in the hills above 
Salem, is a ghost town now. Sing- 
ers from near and far raised their 
voices in the songs that were 
sung when Sligo was a populous 
place with a great iron furnace 
as the dependence of its people 
and the town’s reason for being. 
In those days the substantial 
church built through the efforts 
of Mrs, James McRoberts, wife 
of the mill superintendent and 
patroness of the hill people, was 
filled on Sundays with wor- 
shippers, for the timbermen and 
workers in the mill were devout.

T ne singing convention, as it 
had its day at Sligo, is some- 
thing that has come up out of 

the South to the Ozarks and may 
spread farther. It is gospel sing- 
ing as distinguished from hymn 
singing. In words and music 
most of the gospel songs compare 
unfavorably with the best in har- 
mony, but with their swinging 
movement and accented repeti- 
tions of phrases they appeal 
strongly to the people who com- 
pose the country and sMall town 
congregations. 

Their appeal Was attested by the 
willingness of between 300 and 400 
people to listen to them all day, 
with little congregational partici- 
pation, and is proved by the eag- 
erness with which the conventions 
are constantly attended at 
churches and school houses 
throughout the South and the 
Ozarks. 

Persons who have studied the 
conventions regard the Movement 
as something like a Singing reli- 
gion which has the merit of oblit- 
erating denominational lines and 
achieving a sort of unity in the 
democratic pattern. 

The Rev. Mr. Vincent, who has 
made a study of folk singing, de- 
scribes the repetitive part-singing 
which marks many of the songs 
and is very popular, as a form of 
“fuguing,” a form popularized by 
William Billings, a tanner’s ap- 
prentice in Boston, some 200 years 
ago, Which has endured in the af- 
fections of the masses of the peo- 
Ple to this day.

RB UCHER, deriving his informa- 
tion from Burk’s “America’s 
Musical Heritage,” says that 
Billings, following the introduction 
of fugue music from England, be- 
£an writing his own fugue tunes 
in the contrapuntal] form, one part 
following and imitating another. 
One group of composers of church 
music followed Billings’s lively 
style and another group called the 
style trivial and undignified. From 
these two groups, according to the 

authorities, have come the two 
main streams of American church 
music, the hymns sung in digni- 
fied church services and the gos- 
pel songs that are the reliance of 
camp meetings, revivals and, in 
these later days, singing conven- 
tions. 

Bucher, thoughtfully viewing 
the all-day sing at the Sligo con- 
vention, saw in it a fair indica- 
tion of prevalent religious musical 
Standards where religion still an- 
swers for a wide variety of needs 
and is more elemental] than sophis- 
ticated. “The keeling of a tolerant 
democratic par ticipation is re- 
freshing,” he said. “I find it in- 
teresting that this group is find- 
ing more life and vigor out in 
the country settings than in the 
more urbanized centers.”

Effects of German Measles 
By C. A. Dean, M.D. 
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ANY of the eye defects of

(present at birth because of hered- 
itary factors). German measles, 
a very mild illness, may, however, 
be the causative factor. Dr. Her- 
bert C. Miller, following some pre- 
viously reported information on 
this, has studied this problem. 

Facts concerning this study, 
and released by the National So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Blind- 
ness, Inc., are revealing. 

There were 132 reports of ex- 
pectant mothers who, during the 
early part of their pregnancy. 
contracted German measles 
the babies born in this group 76 
had congenital cataracts: 35 were 
either totally or partially deaf; 68 
were born with various brain ab- 

normalities; 67 had defects of the 
heart. None of the group of 67 
babies with heart defects were so- 
called “blue-babies.” Only 18 babies 
were found to have been free of 
all defects. 

Various other types of eye de- 
fects were noted in 13 of the 
babies, and still others had a wide 
range of defects. Both the society 
and the physician are undertaking 
a study which is of extreme im- 
portance throughout the world. 
Too often a fatalistic outlook has 
been assumed by pregnant wom- 
en. Now, for the first time, a 
comparatively minor disease 
seems implicated in a wide range 
of defects. The prevention of 
those defects now opens up a 
realistic and challenging outlook 
for the future. 
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whether the gospel songs, at their 
present level, are a final contribu- 
tion to democracy and religious 
unity, or whether the singers can 
be led to a higher musical level 
without loss of the unifying ef- 
fect.

E AST-WEST had two alterna- 


tives in today’s deal—to come 
pete at the peril of their 
“necks” in the bidding, or to stay 
quiet, and defend magnificently. 
They chose the second course, 
South, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable. 
North-South 60 on score. 


The bidding: 
South. West. North. 
1@ Pass 2@ 
Pass Pass 

Observe that neither West nor 
his partner could enter the auc- 
tion without running more risk 
than was worth while, even 
though the enemy had an ad- 
vanced part-score. 

West gave his side a very good 
start by selecting the spade deuce 
as his opening lead, and East 
co-operated nobly. Instead of 
winning with the spade king and 
thereby virtually marking himself 
with the spade ace as well (since 
West scarcely would have led 
from an ace against the bidding 
he had heard), East won the first 
trick with the ace and returned 
the spade five. If West had the 
queen, nothing would be lost; but 
if South had that card, perhaps 
something would be gained. 

South could not be blamed very 
much for failing to guess what 
was being put over on him, and 
his play of the spade ten, In an 
effort to force the king, was by 
no means illogical. West, some- 
what to his own surprise, took 
the trick with the spade jack and 
led another spade. East won and 
shifted to clubs. West collected 
two tricks in that suit, and later, 
of course, had to be given the 
trump king.
